Agriculture made a deal fo r Cuba’s entire 
reserv e sto ck o f sugar. This will guarantee a 
supply o f this co mmo dity far in excess o f the 
peak co nsumptio n o f 1949. 
But the real significance o f the mo ve is fed­ 
eral ado ptio n o f a po licy o f keeping fo o d 
prices stabilized by using its o wn sto cks o f 
fo o dstuffs.

The legal wheels are still grinding, further­ 
mo re. The case still can be taken to the U.S. 
Supreme Co urt. The ringleaders o f the Co m­ 
munist co nspiracy m the United States sho uld 
hav e their affairs pretty well in hand by the 
time their case has cleared the Supreme 
Co urt.

Bond Purchases Drop 


First Month O f W ar 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 5—(AP) 
—Sales of series E savings bonds 
—the war bonds in time of con­ 
flict-sagged in the first month 
of the Korean fighting. 
Purchases during July totaled 
$317,590,000 compared with $377,- 
813,000 in peaceful July, 1949, 
official figures showed today. 
Cash-ins rose to $367,890,000 
last month from $283,435,000 in 
the same month last year. 
Cash-ins 
exceeded purchases 
last month by a $50,300^000 mar­ 
gin. In July, 1949, people bought 
$94,378,000 more in bonds than 
they cashed.
